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SUBJECT:SSOD GENERAL DEBATE, JUNE 9: STATEMENTS BY 
DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA, KENYA AND BANGLADESH 

1. BEGIN SUMMARY:SSOD GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED JUNE 9 
WITH STATEMENTS BY DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA, BANGLADESH 
AND KENYA. DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA PRESENTED STRONG DE- 
NUNCIATION OE US AND USSR IMPERIALISM. BANGLADESH PERM 
REP'S STATEMENT TYPICAL OP SMALL, POOR, DEFENSELESS 
NATIONS. HE PRAISED US AND USSR FOR THEIR THOUGHTS ON 
CONTAINMENT OF VERTICAL NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION THROUGH 
SALT AND FOR THEIR READINESS TO REDUCE AND LIMIT QUALITA- 
TIVE DEVELOPMENTS. KENYA SPOKE FRANKLY OF NEED TO ES- 
TABLISH INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE OF MUTUAL TRUST. END 
SUMMARY. 

2. MISSION HAS DATAFAXED TO DEPARTMENT TEXT OF ADDRESS 
BY DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA'S DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER IN 
CHARGE OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS, lENG SARY. HIS SPEECH WAS 
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ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY A VITUPEROUS DENUNCIATION OF THE 
IMPERIALIST DESIGNS OF THE US AND USSR. IMPERIALISTS 
AND THEIR HENCHMEN CONSTANTLY SUBJECT SMALL DEFENSELESS 
NATIONS TO ATTACK. DISARMAMENT CANNOT BE SEPARATED FROM 
PEOPLES' STRUGGLE TO BE FREE. SALT TALKS HAVE BEEN A 
RUSE TO OBSCURE AN INCREASE IN THE NUMBER AND SOPHISTI- 
CATION OF NUCLEAR AND MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS. 
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3. BANGLADESH PERMREP KAISER'S TALK WAS TYPICAL OF 
THOSE DELIVERED FOR SMALL, POOR, DEVELOPING, DEFENSELESS 
NATIONS. HE ADVOCATED A GREATER ROLE FOR THE UN IN 
DISARMAMENT NEGOTIATIONS, WORK TOWARD LIMITATION OF 
NUCLEAR AND CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS, AND A LINKAGE BETWEEN 
SAVINGS ACHIEVED THROUGH DISARMAMENT AND FUNDS FOR DEVEL- 
OPMENT. KAISER PROPOSED CREATION OF A WORLD SECURITY 
SYSTEM TO FILL THE VOID THAT WILL BE CREATED WHEN TOTAL 
WORLD DISARMAMENT IS ACHIEVED; SUCH A SYSTEM WOULD 
OBVIATE THE NEED FOR ANY NATION TO KEEP, MANUFACTURE, 

OR PURCHASE ARMS. KAISER PRAISED US VICE PRESIDENT MON- 
DALE AND THE SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER FOR THEIR THOUGHTS 
ON CONTAINMENT OF VERTICAL NUCLEAR PROLIFER- 
ATION THROUGH SALT TALKS, AND FOR THEIR READINESS TO 
REDUCE AND LIMIT QUALITATIVE DEVELOPMENTS. IN ORDER TO 
ACHIEVE AN IMMEDIATE BAN ON FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS OF 
WEAPONS AND CREATION OF NEW WEAPONS SYSTEMS KAISER 
SUPPORTED CANADIAN PRIME MINISTER TRUDEAU'S PROPOSALS 
TO SSOD AND HIS RATIONALE FOR ARRESTING THE NUCLEAR ARMS 
RACE THROUGH A STRATEGY OF SUFFOCATION. KAISER PROPOSED 
THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY BRAND USE OF NUCLEAR 
ARMS UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES AS ILLEGAL UNDER INTERNATION- 
AL LAW. HE ALSO PRAISED CHINA FOR BEING THE FIRST AND 
LEADING PROPONENT OF GUARANTEEING NOT TO USE NUCLEAR 
ARMS AGAINST NON-NUCLEAR STATES. HE SUPPORTED THE NPT 
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CONTINGENT ON ITS NOT BEING VIEWED AS A DISCRIMINATORY 
MECHANISM, ASSURANCES THAT NUCLEAR POWERS WILL NOT USE 
SUCH ARMS AGAINST NON-NUCLEAR STATES, AND RETAINING 
THE OPTION OF USE OF NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY FOR PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES. HE ALSO SUPPORTED THE FRENCH PROPOSAL TO STUDY 
USE OF SATELLITES FOR VERIFICATION PURPOSES. 

4. KENYA'A MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS WAIYAKI SPOKE 
FRANKLY ABOUT ESTABLISHING AN INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE 
OF MUTUAL TRUST. WITHOUT SUCH TRUST ATTEMPTS TO ACHIEVE 
DISARMAMENT ARE LIKELY TO FAIL. HE EXPRESSED APPREN- 
HENSION OF SOUTH AFRICAN NUCLEAR ARMS POTENTIAL AND STRE- 
SSED THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE OAU IN MAKING AFRICA A CON- 
TINENT UNIQUELY FREE FROM FOREIGN INVOLVEMENTS. HOWEVER, 

HE NOTED THAT DANGEROUS DEVELOPMENTS NOW AFFECT AFRICA. 
AFRICA IS UNDERGOING A STRUGGLE MOTIVATED BY SOURCES 

OF RAW MATERIALS, SAFETY OF INVESTMENTS, SEARCH FOR 
MARKETS, SAFETY OF SEA LANES, AND SOURCES OF ENERGY. 

AFRICANS DO NOT WANT THEIR CONTINENT TREATED AS IT WAS 
100 YEARS AGO. THE OAU, THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT 
AND THE UN MUST RECOGNIZE AFRICA FOR AFRICANS, NOT 
FOR IRRATIONAL AND DANGEROUS RIVALRIES OF THE TWO FOREIN 
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FOREIGN ARMED CAMPS ON AERICAN SOIL. HE CALLED FOR THE 
END OE ALL EOREING INTEREERENCE IN AERICAN AEFAIRS. 

AERICA DOES NOT NEED BLOCS BASED ON SUPER POWER ALIGN- 
MENTS; KENYA STRONGLY OPPOSES CREATION OF MULTINATIONAL 
AND POOPSING ARMIES IN AFRICA. WAIYAKI CON- 
CLUDED THAT THE UN HAS NOT YET AGREED TO IMPOSE SANCTIONS 
AGAINST A MEMBER GUILTY OE AGGRESSION. NOW THAT 
THE UN HAS FINALLY DEFINED "AGGRESSION " IT SHOULD BE 
POSSIBLE TO IMPOSE SANCTIONS AGAINST AN AGGRESSOR 
STATE. HE WARNED THAT IE THIS FACILITY IN THE UN CHARTER 
IS NOT USED, IT IS FUTILE TO CALL ON STATES TO DISARM 
AS THERE IS NO WAY THEIR SECURITY COULD BE GUARANTEED. 
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
